AS A RESIDENT OF STRATHEARN, I 
appreciate the mention of the Strat- 
hearn Apartments redevelopment. 
However, more space or perhaps 
more thought should have gone into 
the short piece. 

19 to 23 storey towers are not con- 
sistent with my definition of urban 
village. This type of development is 
completely out of scale with the rest 
of the neighbourhood. Density for 


density’s sake will not make Edmon- 
ton a great city. Some say design is 
much more important and I agree. 
Judging from the open house 
boards, the developer has spent a 
considerable amount of time on 
design, but clothes won't hide the 
flab. High rise apartments should be 
located on arterials, not on local 
roads and near collectors in the heart 
of Strathearn. 

Strathearn is part of Edmonton’‘s 


inner suburbs developed in the 
1950s. It benefits from its proximity 
to downtown and is ready to be 
redeveloped. 

However, if the density of the 
entire city was increased three and a 
half times, as is proposed for the 
Strathearn Apartments, the density 
of Edmonton would be virtually the 
same as Toronto. Is that the Edmon- 
ton we want?

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WHEN IT COMES TO EQUALITY FOR 
women, Stephen Harper is all for 
it—as long as the women are in 
Afghanistan. 

Last May, the Prime Minister told 
Parliament that ensuring equality 
rights for women was one of the key 
reasons Canada is waging war in 
Afghanistan. 

Certainly Harper's claims of 
championing the rights of burga- 
clad women have helped him sell 
that unpopular war to Canadians. 

But when there’s no war to ped- 
dle, Harper doesn’t give a piffle 
about women’s equality. Indeed, he 
seems downright opposed to it. 

Ina recent move that got relative- 
ly little attention, the Harper govern- 
ment actually removed the word 
“equality” from the list of goals of 
Status of Women Canada, ending 
decades of advocacy for equality on 
the part of that federal agency. 

Such advocacy itself is now under 
attack. The Harper government has 
cut off funding for advocacy done 
by women’s organizations, which 
have fought hard to overcome dis-

crimination that has, for instance, left 
women earning substantially less 
than men, regardless of occupation, 
age or education.

This pay gap exists despite federal 
and provincial pay equity laws, and 
would undoubtedly be bigger if it 
weren't for women’s groups pres- 
suring governments to enforce and 
strengthen these laws, despite oppo- 
sition from business. 

The Conservatives have also 
stopped funding women’s groups 
that carry out research about 
women’s status. Evidently, the less 
women know about their inferior 
status, the better. These moves are 
aimed at appealing to Harper's base 
of social conservatives and religious 
right wingers, but are wildly out of 
sync with the Canadian mainstream.

government. They’re certain that 
they've given the issue, whichever 
issue, as much deliberation as it war- 
rants and that they are right and 
everybody else isn’t. But what 
they’re especially certain about is 
that the world is going to hell in a 
handcart, that things would be dif- 
ferent if they were the natural ruling 
party, and Canadians need protec- 
tion that only Conservatives can 
truly deliver.

that, while Americans have become 
more deferential to patriarchal 
authority in recent years, Canadians 
have gone dramatically in the oppo- 
site direction. As Adams writes in 
his book, Fire and Ice: “Canadians’ 
more egalitarian views regarding the 
status of women and the structure of 
the family... seem to lead them toa 
more relaxed view of what consti- 
tutes a family.”

This “more relaxed view 
of the structure of the family” 
implies the very things they 
Oppose—single-parent families, 
working mothers and gay marriage. 

Hence Harper's decision to cancel 
the national child-care plan, created 
by the Liberals last year after 
decades of advocacy by women’s 
groups. 

It’s hard to explain this cancella- 
tion—Canada is flush with a $13 bil- 
lion surplus and there are more than 
1 million preschool children with 
working mothers—other than as an 
attempt to drive working women 
back into the home.

After 40 Years, 
Alberta Ballet Is Dancing 
With The Best Of Them

ll eyes are on Alberta. Our oil, our 
Awres cities, our sky-rocketing 

housing prices. But there’s something 
else that's putting our province in the lime- 
light, something you might not expect—our 
ballet company. 

In its 40" season, under the artistic direc- 
tion of Canadian Jean Grand-Maitre (whose 
own work has been commissioned by compa- 
nies in Paris, Germany, and Norway) Alberta 
Ballet is no longer the “lady-in-waiting” in 
Canada’s Royal family of classical dance, as 
the company was described in 1995 by New 
York's Dance Magazine. In fact, Alberta Ballet 
was hailed “the Canadian troupe to watch,” in 
a recent issue of that same magazine. Looks 
like the ballet company with the fightin’ Wild 
Western spirit that began as Edmonton Ballet 
(the brainchild of Ruth Carse) in 1960, and 
became the Alberta Ballet Company in 1966, 
is successfully giving Canada’s big three—the 
National Ballet of Canada in Toronto, The 
Royal Winnipeg Ballet, and Les Grands Ballets 
Canadiens in Montreal—a run for their money. 

Company dancer Jonathan Renna admits 
that growing up out East, training at the 
National Ballet School, and then dancing with 
the National Ballet Company in Toronto, he 
was made to think Alberta Ballet was second 
rate, small-time. 

His perception shifted dramatically after 
reading a rave review in Dance International 
Magazine of Grand-Maitre's red-hot rendition 
of Carmen in 2003, starring his former Na- 
tional Ballet school-mate, Sabrina Matthews. 

“L connected with Sabrina and other com- 
pany dancers at the time, and they absolutely 
sold me on the company. All the buzz was 
exactly what a dancer wants to hear, that Jean 
is a great director and an amazing choreog- 
rapher, that he's widening the scope of the 
repertoire—not just tutus, or only contempo- 
rary work,” explains Renna, now in his fourth

year with the company. “And that educating 
audiences is fundamental for him, that the 
company is touring more, nationally and in- 


ternationally, that there’s more performances.” 


Renna speaks enthusiastically of Grand- 
Maitre’s ability to inspire, about his honesty, 
and about his concern for the careers of each 
individual dancer. 

He's “willing to help us see how we might 
develop as total artists, how we might want to 
branch out our careers, whether it's choreo- 
graphing or teaching,” Renna says. “Like 
athletes, dancers have an expiry date, sooner 
than we'd all like to admit.” 

This isn’t all hype; last year a staggering 634 
dancers of high caliber from all over the globe 
applied for a single spot in the company when 
a position opened up on the roster. 


The Future Is Zen 
At home, Grand-Maitre says season subscrip- 
tion sales are breaking all previously held 
records, especially in Edmonton, a market that 
had cooled since the company moved to Cal- 
gary in 1990. Expanding audience numbers is 
no small feat, especially after the 2004-2005 
season, when the company’s home stages, the 
Jubilees in both Calgary and Edmonton, were 
closed for renovations. Many worried it would 
take years to bring audiences back. 

Grand-Maitre is zen-like in his thoughtful 
response when asked about his vision for the 
company since taking over the helm in 2002. 
“Tinherited a very strong company. And when 
you take over an arts organization, | believe 
it's like what the Buddhists say, ‘you have to 
stand on the shoulders of your predecessors to 
see forward.’ You have to look to the compa- 
ny’s past for the roots of its identity and keep 
nourishing, passing the torch and carrying it 
forward.” 

He points to Ruth Carse’s successor, Brydon 
Paige, who became artistic director in 1976,

for molding a professional classical identity, 
staging full-length classics and instigating the 
company’s first national tour in 1985. 

He also highlights Mikko Nissinen, artistic 
director from 1998 to 2002, for introducing 
Balanchine works to the company’s repertoire 
and challénging the dancers to reach the next 
technical level, and drawing in prestigious 
international works such as the Canadian pre- 
miere of Christopher Wheeldon’s A Midsum- 
mer Night's Dream. 

While Grand-Maitre is certainly original in 
his programming thus far, presenting bold, 
theatrical fare like Dangerous Liaisons, a 
provocatively sexy rendition of Carmen, the 
exquisitely emotional Vigil of Angels, and his 
own ambitious, full-length interpretations of 
the classics like Romeo and Juliet and Cin- 
derella, he appears to have taken several cues 
from Ali Pourfarrokh, artistic director from 
1988 - 1998. 

Pourfarrokh is credited with reshaping the 
company’s identity in a more contemporary 
image by programming evenings of varied 
works—classical alongside the contempo- 
rary—engaging Canadian choreographers first 
and foremost, commissioning work for the 
company from the best of the international 
scene, and by raising the company’s interna- 
tional profile. 


New Year, New Beginning 

No doubt the successes of Pourfarrokh’s 
innovative Lifted by Love, an Alberta ballet 
program set to k.d. Lang’s music, was in the 
back of Grand-Maitre’s mind when he brought 
the idea of putting ballet to Joni Mitchell’s 
music, but Grand-Maitre dares to pushing the 
envelope one step further. Not satisfied with 
merely the rights to produce a ballet to the 
music, he’s bringing Mitchell herself on as a 
creative, collaborative partner for this seasons’ 
Dancing Joni.

The 40" season opens with the celebratory 
Ruby Nights, which will be a showcase of the 
past, present and future of Alberta Ballet, with 
Balanchine's Rubies, Ali Pourfarrokh’s serene 
Butterfly Dream, Grand-Maitre’s crisp, cutting 
edge The Winter Room, and the world pre- 
miere of an abstract, contemporary interpreta 
tion of Carmina Burana from rising Canadian 
choreographic star Emily Molnar. 

The rest of the season follows suit, high- 
lighting the passionate theatricality, precise 
technique and dynamic innovation of the 
company with Grand-Maitre’s much antici- 
pated Dancing Joni alongside Without Words 
from Spain's renowned Nacho Duato. Grand- 
Maitre’s Cinderella returns with new produc- 
tion design, and the Royal Winnipeg Ballet 
brings their deliciously dark Mark Godden 
masterpiece, while Alberta Ballet take Romeo 
and Juliet on tour. ; 

Summing up his philosophy to his work, 
Grand-Maitre is inspiring in his certainty and 
confidence. Or as he puts it, paraphrasing 
Nietzsche, “I would only believe in a god that 
dances.”

10 Days on Earth in jeopardy; a tour 
which is scheduled to play the Syd- 
ney Opera House and make its 
Russian debut as the sole Canadian 
production at Moscow’s Chekhov 
Festival. 

Proudly Albertan, Burkett has 
shown real Prairie grit over the past 
few decades, operating as a lean pri- 
vate business devoted to creating 
new shows. 

“That's the message I got in Alber- 
ta, be a self-sustaining business. I 


can’t present tax receipts and I live 
off my revenue. I’ve built my art in 
ways that don’t involve the govern- 
ment, but this cut at the 11th hour 
has hobbled me, it’s like being 
knocked down with a hockey stick 
behind my knees.” 

Frustrated, Burkett says our eco- 
nomic boom should spell a “renais- 
sance of Canadian Culture.” His out- 
look is grim and predicts a Conserv- 
ative majority will spell the end of 
the Canada Council for the Arts. 
“This is the government that made a 
huge cut to women’s shelters. How 
do you have a dialogue with that

While My Mother Lay Dreaming isn’t 
the payoff in John Hudson’s season- 
opening production over at Shadow 
Theatre, it’s the journey. 

Welcome to 1980, a time when 
Albertans danced to the thump of oil 
pumps, Rush ruled, the headbanger 
look was a fashion statement, not a 
faux pas, and the family unit came 
under greater attack as parents 
became more concerned about 
amassing wealth rather than ensur- 
ing their kids’ welfare. 

From the VW bug stage left, to the 


desperately trying to catch the eco- 
nomic wave. Little wonder Bill’s cys 
tic acne is acting up. 

He and his pals, ex-Ontarian 
Darcy (Kevin Corey) and eye-patch 
wearing Harold (Dan Perry), hatch a 
pot-selling plot to get tickets to Rush 
while the arrival of Jennifer (Lynley 
Hall), carbonates their hormones.

Circle Awards. 

Befitting its grungy and irreverent 
core, this outsider musical homage 
was the hit of the New York Fringe 
Festival in 1999, a triumph that 
segued into a popular Off-Broadway 
run. 

A charmed as well as charming 
musical, Urinetown managed to not 
be devastated by the horrific events 
of September 11th, 2001, the day that 
was originally scheduled to be the 
show’s opening night. 

“9/11 was a real blow to theatre in 
New York, especially for shows like 
this, but it survived in part because 
of good word of mouth from its Off 
Broadway and Fringe runs,” says 
Ryan. 

Underlining that the musical was 
gritty from the get-go, Ryan says 
playwright Greg Kotis got the idea 
for the show while on a European 
backpacking trip in 1995. 

“He was in Paris and was running 
out of money and found himself in a 
position one afternoon where he had 
to decide if he should wise a [for-pay] 
public urinal or hold off until he had 
supper,” says the director, “The title 
came to him on that very same day.”

Yachimec’s brilliantly delivered sec- 
ond act monologue.

The physical staging is also highly 
visual, as Baker, in counterpoint to 
the set’s contrasting blocks and lines 
of black and white, adopts to move 
his cast in swooping spirals and 
curves. All in all, the effect is astheti- 
cally astute and serves to hold the 
eye as the mind follows these des- 
perate individuals into the darkest 
mental labyrinth 

Each cast member brings 
unapologetically chilling reality to 

the stage, but it falls to Ullyatt to 
hold Katurian’s altering states of 
reality together, providing much of 
the narrative flow and emotional 
punch. As terror wars with boyish 
charm, disbelief hardens into defi- 
ance and tenderness triumphs over 
betrayal, Ullyatt brings an almost

THE (READING) LIVES OF THE RICH 
AND FAMOUS 


Several weeks ago, we mentioned 
that George W. Bush was ina mild- 
ly implausible reading contest with 
Karl Rove’ Shortly after this news 
shocked the continent, Laura Bush 
did a somewhat similarly surprising 
interview with The Washington 
Post’s Tamara Jones. 

“T will admit to reading books like 
Lady Chatterly's Lover in high school, 
where you had a fake cover on the 
outside of the book and read it dur- 
ing math,” says Bush. But it’s not the 
“steamiest” novel she’s read! 

What would that be? the inter- 
viewer asks. 

Realizing that she has dug herself 
a bit of a hole, Bush turns to the 
Librarian of Congress (we're not 
clear why he was there in the first 
place) for help remembering the 
titles. “It’s hard even having to name 
ones that are steamy, don’t you 
think, Dr. Billington?” 

Meanwhile, fast on the heels of the 
Harper government axing funding 
to literacy programs, Canada’s own 
first lady hit the streets of Ottawa to 
support a national literacy program 
for children.

We are bombarded by fear, and that 
fear disables us. We have to remem- 
ber community, and each other. Peo- 
ple have called this a feel-good 
movie, something you could take a 
date to. So much of religion and goy- 
ernment is about making you feel 
shitty, but this is about making you 
feel good. It’s a reaffirmation that 
people are generally good 


Were you able to derive pleasure 
from the sex? 

I wasn’t privy to the other scenes; 
they were all filmed on a closed set. 
But in my opening scene, our char- 
acters were pretending because we 
were terrified and screwed up, and 
Sofia was afraid of being caught fak- 
ing, So in that scene, no, in service to 
my character. But when I got to 
make out with Justin Bond or in the 
scene with Severin or at the very end 
with the couple, it was very fun and 
wonderful. 


When you signed on, it caused 
some trouble at the CBC. How have 
they reacted since? 

My CBC peers have been great. My 
two bosses came out to celebrate the 
premiere with me. But when they 
heard about it, their initial reaction 
was fearful. It’s an indication of how 
closeted we are about sexuality. But I 
just had to talk them down and tell 
them what care there was in the 
process and the concern for making 
a good piece of art. I had faith in 
John, and I knew what I was doing. 
Francis Ford Coppola, Yoko Ono, 
David Cronenberg—they all wrote 
in support of the project. And to (the 
CBC's) credit, once they understood 
what we were trying to do, they sup- 
ported me. 


How has doing this film affected 
you otherwise? 
I learned how to be an actor during 
this movie. And it was really won- 
derful to be a part of this extended 
family and to create a character. It 
was fulfilling and focussed. Having 
gone the distance for the movie, and 
having had to stand by it when there 
was resistance, | found my resolve as 
an artist to stick up for things that I 
believe in, to follow my intuition. 
I'm really proud of it. | love John for 
being able to introduce very subver- 
sive ideas and challenges to our 
thinking but present them in a very 
accessible way.

THE QUEEN

WHILE ELIZABETH |, AS A CINEMATIC 
subject, has a peculiar respectability, 
(whether on the big or the small 
screen, it’s seemingly almost impos- 
sible to trot out the old, and, by now, 
rather boring interpretation of her 
reign as that of a powerful woman 
with a personal life in constant crisis, 
without winning some kind of 
award) there’s something not quite 
on about the idea of a film on the 
present monarch. 
It’s not because she’s The Queen 
(I'm not about to abandon the 
republican ideal that easily), but 
rather because, to us, she is not, and 
never can be, much more than a col- 
lection of public quirks—the hand- 
bag, the perm, the glasses, the 
wave—quirks, moreover, which 
_ seem particularly suited, not to the 
type of actorly reverence Helen Mir- 
ren has displayed in recent inter- 
views about Stephen Frears’ new 
biopic The Queen, but rather to a 
satirical mimicry on the level of a 
tomime-dame-ing music hall 
turn. In the 21st Century, when we 
ought to have got over our strange 
fascination with hereditary power 
and privilege, the best person to por- 
tray the present queen is probably a 
queen himself. 
In fact, pitched somewhere 
between a trashy exposé (of the kind 
— designed to get bums in seats) and 
the glossy “British Heritage” cos- 
tume picture (of the type that has 
already made Harvey Weinstein a 
rich man), Frears’ film seems alto- 
gether too soft and reverential, 
though it masquerades as a pithy cri- 
tique of all things royal. This is a film 
that, for all its scenes of Elizabeth 
doing “normal” things like drinking 
tea, answering telephones, weeping, 
and swearing (at one point in the 
Narrative she does indeed say “bug- 
ger it!”), has no interest in determin- 
ing whether the members of the 
monarchy are really “just like us.” 
We may get to see HRH, in fuzzy 
pink bathrobe and slippers no less, 
on the verge of a breakdown during 
the (Iam convinced, entirely 
trumped up) constitutional crisis fol- 
_ lowing the death of Princess Diana 
in the summer of 1997, but the open- 
ing quotation, from Henry IV, 
“Uneasy lies the head that wears the 
crown,” basically sets the tone for 
the whole enterprise, a sticky exer- 
cise in romanticism which soberly, 
and seemingly completely without 
irony announces that, surprise, sur- 
prise, it’s tough being queen. 

At one point a petulant Prince 
Charles (Alex Jennings), who, unbe- 
lievably enough, has just finished 
praising Diana's mothering skills in 
a tearful paean to her “warmth,” 
wails about the plebs to his mother, 
demanding “why do they hate us so 
much?” Cue the sobbing violins... 

Moreover, in this day and age, 
there can’t help but be something 
slightly yucky about a film that 
posits Tony Blair as its hero. He’s the 
scrappy everyman Labour PM set to 
_ shake things up with an extensive 
modernization campaign who falls 
under the spell of a noble and impo- 
tent institution that distills the 
essence of what it means to be 
British, and, as he puts it, desperate-

ly needs saving from itself. And 
Tony (first names only please—it’s 
more democratic) is just the white 
knight for the job, as everyone's 
favourite perky anti-monarchist 
Cherie rolls her eyes, smiles indul- 
gently, and sweetly chirrups: “At the 
end of the day all Labour Prime 
Ministers go ‘ga ga’ over the queen.” 

The wispy hint of Schadenfreude 
in HRH’s dark warning to Blair that, 
someday, “quite suddenly and with- 
out warning” he too will become 
Public Enemy No. 1, somehow fails 
to make up for the pastel sitcom ver- 
sion of 10 Downing Street, with 
gooey shots of shiny children, clut- 
tered and homey rooms, and 
Cherie’s scrummy fish fingers siz- 
zling on the tea table, 

This isn’t to deny that the perfor- 
mances are quite compulsively 
watchable, This is undeniably a clas- 
sic two-hander about the Eliza- 
bethan monarch and her advisor 
(first we had Elizabeth Rex and her 
Lord Burghley, now Lillibet and her 
Tony). While the queer magnetism 
of Mirren’s performance cannot be 
denied (she has the queen’s jolly- 
hockey-sticks head-girl gait down to 
a tee), there’s an eerie perfection 
about the casting of Michael Sheen 
as Blair—he’s a dead ringer for 
Tony, and, every so often, allows the 
same doughty burr to slip in beneath 
the polished vowels—that warrants 
his repeat appearance in the role. 
British critics acquainted with his 
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first performance as Blair in the 2003 
television movie The Deal (also 
directed by Frears), about Gordon 
Brown’s agreement to abandon the 
Labour leadership race in 1994 to 
allow Blair a clear run, have pointed 
out the need for a conclusion to the 
trilogy which focuses on Blair's rela- 
tionships with Bill Clinton and 
George Bush. I, for one, find the 
prospect of Tony Blair III: The Decline 
and Fall far more relishable.

TOM WOLFE IS ADORABLY DAFT. 

Yes, the writer Tom Wolfe, he of 
the silly all-white attire, the con- 
tempt for contemporary morality, 
and the petulant support of George 
W. Bush. 

Wolfe may have been the first to 
draw serious attention to the bur- 
geoning culture of wild automotive 
modification taking shape in 1960s 
southern California, centered 
around one Ed Roth. (Wolfe's 1963 
Esquire essay on custom car culture 
later lent its name to the anthology 
The Kandy-Kolored Tangerine-Flake 
Streamline Baby.) 

40 years on, Wolfe appears in 
Roth bio Tales of the Rat Fink. He 
opines that Roth “and his fellow Kar 
Kustomizers worked in the only 
uniquely American art medium, the 
automobile.” 

The bonkers category “Only 
Uniquely American Art Medium” 
immediately suggests alternative 
candidates—jazz, for instance, or 
high school marching bands—but if 
you had to pick one, it wouldn’t be 
the automobile. It would be hyper- 
bole. America excels at elevating the 
mundane or even the trivial, urging 
us to regard it, however briefly, as - 
essential, transcendent, throat-lump 
inducing. Wolfe's preposterously 
overblown accolade is Exhibit A. 

To satisfy this hunger for the 
definitive, Canadian director Ron 
Mann, he of the wickedly trenchant 
drug war doc Grass, joyfully lays on 
Roth, his boyhood hero, the mantle 
of freak royalty, without entirely 
convincing us that the man deserves 
the acclaim. 

Yes, Roth the young misfit gave

the world cars with florid flames 
and scallops and curlicues. Yes, he 
rescued t-shirts from homogenized 
whiteness, adorning them with 
grotesque characters piloting bizzaro. 
hotrods. Yes, he fashioned beautifu! 
futuristic vehicles out of Fiberglas. 
And, yes, he created an anti-Mickey 
Mouse, the crazed fly-attracting 
Ratfink. 

But the documentary treats him 
like a butterfly pinned to a piece of 
cardboard rather than an artist 
working in some sort of milieu. The 
development of his various endeav- 
ours is only superficially contextual 
ized, and his achievements barely 
supported. (Can we really draw a

straight line between multi-coloured 
hotrods and candy-hued iMacs?) 

And while great to see the fruits of 
his creativity, he comes across as the 
pied piper of a creatively fertile but 
philosophically impotent freakiness, 
particularly since he’s a rebel who 
embraced the squarest of pursuits, 
commerce, with such gusto. (It’s 
somehow fitting that his outlaw sta- 
tus is championed by Wolfe, whose 
defiant support of Bush seems to be 
predicated on spiting the liberals he 
disdains, and by Matt Groening, a 
rebel whose most successful creation 
earns millions for noted bulwark of 
dissent Rupert Murdoch.) 

The real tribute to Roth lies in 
Manns trademark “animentary” 
style. Like Grass, Tales is wonderful 
to look at as it whimsically swoops 
and splashes, goosing convention 
and reveling in Roth’s bountiful cre- 
ativity. But if you don’t already 
revere him and his Mad Magazine 
zaniness, you won't likely be moved 
by this experience.

Man of the Year is the latest film to offer 
its take on the democratic process, or the 
lack thereof.

It is not surprising that 
Levinson, who formerly produced the politi- 
cally charged Wag the Dog, goes a step fur- 
ther than an average critique and takes some 
thinly dis and at George W. At one 
point TV host tumed Presidential candidate 
Tom Dobbs (Williams) mentions that he is not 


one of those “if you are not with us, you're 


against us” , a reference to Bush's infa- 
mous speech to congress in September of 
2001. Even more controversial might be the 
inclusion of Depeche Mode’s anti-Bush 
anthem “John the Revelator” which is by now 
a favourite among YouTube enthusiasts. 

The film contemplates a fantasy that so 
many of us share—to finally see a politician 
tell it like it ii—a fantasy that has been 
explored previously in films such as 1998's 
Bullworth, and more recently in American 
Dreamz. In this case, however, the script 
does not commit to any one genre or any 
one focal point, so the movie comes across 
as little more than a vehicle for Williams’ and 
Black's unique observations on the American 
democratic process, hilarious as these obser- 
vations may be. The entire storyline involving 
Linney seems rushed, and te inevitable 
romance between Williams and Linney 
seems extra contrived, even by Hollywood's 
standards. 

As long as you don’t take Man of the 
Year too seriously, it promise a signifi- 
cant amount of laughs. Fans of Christopher 








Walken will be happy to know that he tums 
in one of the best Christopher Walken 
impressions to date, second only perhaps to 
that of SNL star Jay Mohr.

Grudge director recycles shocks shamelessly

HOW MANY MOVIES HAS TAKASHI SHIMUZU 
put out about weird noise kid and ghost 
mom? Apparently six, but it feels like he’s 
recycled the idea much more when watching 
The Grudge 2 drag itself along as if all the 
creativity was violently beaten out of it 
behind some biker bor on the outskirts of 


fown. 

The Grudge 2 is the American remake of 
the Japanese remake of a low budget sequel 
fo a low budget J-horror movie. That's a lot 
of rehashing of the same material, and direc- 
tor Shimizu has been living off it like a remo- 
ra for years. The basic premise is that there 
are ghosts who lived in a ghost house... 
angry and vengeful ghosts who can do crazy 
things. There is a reason for this, but its pretty 
inconsequential. All you really need to know 
is ghosts are scary. BOO! 

Picking up where the last film left off, Gel- 
lar’s character has survived long enough to 
take a nosedive off a hospital roof. That 


leaves her sister Aubrey (Tamblyn) and jour- 
nalist Eason (Chen) to get all Scooby Doo on 
what happened fo Gellar’s character. 

It's aby compelling in the way that my 
listing my favourite brands of paper would 
be.

FUCKA |S A CURIOUS HYBRID, ONE THAT FOL- 
lows the blueprint of the girl-and-horse 
genre: wide open spaces, stunning cine- 
matography, and a dad who just doesn’t 
understand. Yet screenwriters Mark Rosen- 
thal and Lawrence Konner, writers of such 
formula-bound remakes as Mighty Joe 
Young and Beverly Hillbillies, are savvy 
seg to realize that this is 2006 and audi- 
ences of any age aren't gonna go for the 
same “golly gee” tripe that’s usually de 
rigueur. insleod of drowning the proceedings 
in cloying clichés, they have grounded the 
timewom plot with a bracing 1s of reality, 
while keeping the family-friendly tone intact. 
So Ken, the adolescent boy that featured 
in Mary O'Hara's beloved novel My Friend 
Flicka and embodied by Roddy McDowall in 
the sappy 1942 film, becomes star Alison 


(Matchstick Men) Lohman’s Katy McLaughlin, 
a free-spirited 16-year-old who whiles away 
the hours at her stuffy Laramie, Wyoming 
rivate school with daydreams of running 
be family’s ranch. That these daydreams 
event her from writing anything down in 
er midterm essay exam booklet perturbs her 
father Rob (Tim McGraw) and mother Nell 
(Maria Bello). They have gone without bam 
repairs and new stock to ensure her future. 
Dads integrity will not allow him to sully his 
quarter horses with a wild mustang, despite 
his family’s tight finances. His headstrong 
daughter's decision to befriend one under- 
standably grates. 
Updating aside, Flicka obviously doesn’t 
reinvent the plotwheel. But director Michael 
s decision to paint some shadow over 
the usual Hollywood pastoral, be it darkness, 
rain, or encroaching developers, is welcome, 
as is his decision to cast Lohman as a realis- 
tic, unsentimental teen. Her contentious rela- 
tionship with Rob will ring true to all current 
and forem adolescents. McGraw’s fans will 
appreciate his tum as a man worried about 





his daughter and the loss of his way of life, 


even if he’s saddled with the occasional “my 
roof, my rules” cliché. Although the very 
young may occasionally need comfort, Flicka 
rises fo the occasion, as wild as advertised, a 
fresh and intelligent family adventure.

| IT WAS ONE OF THOSE ARCHETYPAL 
fall days. The sun was shinning bril- 
 liantly illuminating the fall colours

~ and while the air was chilly, the

never overbearing. 

I'd been out mountain-biking in 
the ravines and the river valley and 
had the urge to steal a little more 
time for myself away from the fami- 
ly by sitting in a nice cozy hide-away 
enjoying a warm cup of coffee and a 
bit to nosh. 

I used to have this favourite spot 
(ina city that can’t be mentioned), 
where Id go on such days. It looked 
out onto an elm-lined street that ran 
the same direction as the prevailing 
Winds, and ona cold fall day you 
could sit by the fire slurping soup 
and red wine pretending to glance at 
a book, while mostly watching the 
seasons changing through the win- 
dow in front of you. Hmmm. Look- 
ing back, it was kind of pretentious. I 
didn’t really want that. I just wanted 
a hot cup of coffee and a bite to eat. 

So I pulled up out of the ravine 
onto Whyte, and found a little spot 
called the Mill Creek Café. 

It wasn’t exactly the dim cozy 
bistro-style restaurant I had hoped 





for. But, it faced south on Whyte, 
where buses and traffic spewed by 
with some sort of gnarled syn- 
chronicity I couldn't quite make out 
and, because of the southern expo- 
sure, the sun poured into the place. 

Ina way, it seemed like a Dunkin’ 
Donuts that hadn’t been franchised, 
but somehow it was all right. So I 
ambled up to the counter thinking of 
that warm cup of coffee and a bite to 
eat. 

I was greeted by a lovely young

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woman ina Motley Criie t-shirt (she 
didn’t seem the type to be a fan). I 
was tempted to ask if she liked the t- 
shirt more than the band, but then I 
realized I'd probably skip forward 
and tell her I almost cried reading 
Motley Cnie’s book (The Dirt... still 
shames me). Luckily however, I 
noticed the soup of the day was 
minestrone and started fixating on it 
and obverted a chance to embarrass 
myself.

minestrone (while avoiding an awk- 
ward Criie moment at the same 
time). Minestrone recipes are like 
snowflakes. No two are the same 
and that’s exactly how it should be, 
as far as I'm concerned. Minestrone 
comes from the name of the dish 
(minestrare in Latin) and is more or 
less Italian for “clean out the fridge’ 
(nearly seriously)

day, but it 
should be. 


There are a couple of schools of 
thought about minestrone; one being 
that it’s a classical preparation full of 
Tules, and the other being it’s peas- 
ant fare where whatever gets you 
fed is fair game for the pot. You can 
probably see where I’m leaning on 
this one. 

The minestrone I got was compar- 
atively pleasing. They had made it 
with ground beef, which even for 
me is pushing the boundaries of a 
minestrone faux pas, but the broth 
was thick, rich, and teeming with 
vegetables. The best part was that it 
wasn't overly salty. I stared at it for 
bit and tasted it over and over again, 
trying to figure out if they had used 
a commercial broth base. The fact 
that I’m undecided is good enough 
for me. 

T ordered the cup of soup rather 
than a bowl, because I had also 





opted for a roast-beef sandwich ($8 
for the combo). 

The sandwich was excellent. Not 
excellent like “Dude! [ couldn’t fin- 
ish it!” but excellent in that they used 
a nice, moist bread (carrot and 
whole wheat flour), they apparently 
roasted the beef themselves, and 
they gave me a decent homemade 
sandwich much like I would have 
made for myself given a choice, for 
about the same price. 

My only regret was that I never 
had my cup of coffee. My fault, real- 
ly... | got so caught up in appear- 
ances (what with rock t-shirts and 
the like) that I got flustered and lost 
track. So I guess the moral of the 
story here is “Don’t be fooled by 
appearances.” 

The Mill Creek Café isn’t likely 
someplace that would spring to 
mind as a finish for a classic fall day, 
but it should be. It has all the essen- 
tial elements. It's cozy, warm, the 
folks are nice, the food is reasonable, 
it’s decently priced, it’s perfectly sit- 
uated, the menu isn’t complicated 
while more than sufficient, and what 
you see is what you get—unlike that 
stupid pretentious place I used to go 
to in Calgary... Oops!

THE WORLD IS GOING TO THE CATS. 
Seriously. 

The Cat Empire weren't joking 
around when they agreed on their 
moniker. Sure, it might have been 
the product of vocalist / percussionist 
Felix Riebl’s younger brother and his 
drawing of a group of felines dis- 
guised as thieves and gangsters, but 
as it stands today, the six-piece Aus- 
tralian group truly is inching closer 
to obtaining complete domination of 
the musical world. 

With a sound that technically 
can’t be described as a sound at all 
(it's more a crazy jumble of reggae, 
Latin, hip-hop, rock, jazz, funk, ska, 
and everything else in between), the 
felines from down under are becom- 
ing more and more popular across 
the planet, thanks to the group's 
innate, yet schizophrenic, ability to 
assert a sense of universality. 

“1 think it’s because we've never 
really tried to fit into one category of 
music,” Riebl says in a thick Aus- 
tralian accent, responding to The Cat 
Empire’s worldwide following. “In 
Australia, we've been nominated for 
rock, urban, and world music 
awards, and what I’m getting as is 
that there’s music which is excitin, 
and music which isn’t; it doesn’t

matter where it comes from. 

“We just play wild Australian 
music,” Riebl continues. “It’s lively 
music, I suppose. If I could describe 
it better, I would say it doesn’t have 
a genre or anything like that. The 
songs are something that gets you to 
mellow out and not have to think 
about what you're doing. Growing 
up, we all listened to a lot of music 
that came from different places, and 
we turn those influences into songs. 
The Cat Empire can only be defined 
by a feel or liveliness.” 


CURIOUS CATS 

According to Riebl, The Cat 
Empire’s mandate has always been 
about finding a feel for something 
and turning it into music. When 
Riebl and his co-founders (vocalist 
and trumpeter Ollie McGill, and 
vocalist and bassist Ryan Monro) 
were younger, sneaking into the 
Latin clubs scattered across Mel- 
bourne was their favourite past- 
time, and later on, placing the same 
importance on atmosphere as those 
they respected became a regular 
habit. 

Latin-influences undoubtedly 
abound within the group, but with 
six instrumentalists bringing their 
own flavour to the table, each and 
every Cat Empire song evolves as an 
eccentric, percussion-laden being of 
its own. 

“{The many members] alter the 
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music a lot, because the people in the 
band are very different personally, 
as well as their influences musical- 
ly,” Riebl explains. “It means that, 
when someone brings in a song, it’s 
got a single idea, and after it goes 
through all six musicians, it becomes 
a kind of different entity. 

“When it comes out, you really 
don’t know what to expect. And 
that’s something you can either try 
to control, or you can kind of let it 
happen, which usually results in 
something very lively and surpris- 
ing, something that’s full of excite- 
ment, a feeling that the band pro- 
duces very well.” 


WHISKERS A-GO-GO 

The Cat Empire's latest record, 
Two Shoes, illustrates this chaotic 
blend of global inspiration, and does 
so especially on the track “How To 
Explain,” stating that “music is the 
language of us all.” But really, fans 
and new listeners alike would have 
to agree that it’s their project album, 
Cities, that truly demonstrates just 
how malleable the band’s sound is. 

“We did the music [from Cities] 
for the Commonwealth Games, and 
we did the music for the athlete’s 
parade,” Riebl says. “We'd written a 
lot of music that was really world- 
based and oriented. If there were 10 
different countries within a conti- 
nent, they‘d find music on Cities 
that’s somehow reflective of that 
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continent. 

“We were doing a lot of stuff like 
that that was kind of worldly, and 
we just won a world music award 
for that album in Australia, and I 
think it was different [than Two 
Shoes] because it was having a bit of 
fun with the different amount of 
influences the band has,” Riebl con- 
tinues. “It’s a CD that embraces that 
sort of approach. We don’t try to do 
anything but havea good time in the 
studio and playing the stuff live. 
We're much more pure and much 
more based around our own identity 
as an Australian band.” 

And their Australian identity 
does, indeed, seep in between the 
sugar and spice of their albums, giv- 
ing them that extra bit of diversity to 
their already distinct sound. 

However, their Australian accents 
also play another important role. In 
order to successfully rule the world, 
one must captivate one’s subjects, 
and for The Cat Empire, there's defi- 
nitely no better way to do so than 
through being, simply, incredibly 
alluring. 

“Someone told me that they 
thought Australian accents were 
sexy, but every time I hear an Aus- 
tralian accent, I don’t think it’s sexy 
at all,” Riebl laughs. “But then again, 
Ido hope that [our Australian 
accents] do add a degree of sexiness 
to our music.”

“WE HAD ALWAYS WANTED TO WORK 
with Steve Albini, and we had 
talked about it before, but we just 
weren't ready,” explains The Cape 
May guitarist / vocalist Clinton St 
John. “Tt was actually Nina Nasta- 
sia’s The Blackened Air [from 2002] 
that really showcased his abilities in 
a different way; it sounds perfect to 
me. He'd made these incredible 
records before, but that one really 
captured something really special 
and it was more in line with what 
we were doing.” 

The Cape May write challenging 
music. The themes and melodies are 
often dark and a closer listen reveals 
a storybook world filled with 
strange characters, beautiful decay, 
and rich landscapes. Slower tempos 
create an atmosphere for the band’s 
rock-infected folk (or vice versa) to 
take shape thoughtfully and careful- 
ly and, combined with Albini’s engi- 
neering prowess, their latest release, 
Glass Mountain Roads, is a well- 
matched collaborative effort. 

Flying Albini into Calgary, the 
band made great headway with the 
recording until St. John, in self- 
described “typical fashion,” 
acquired a severe bronchial infection 
days before his singing parts were to 
be recorded. A vain attempt was 
made to get some semblance of his 
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voice to tape, but it became clear to 
everyone involved that another ses- 
sion would have to be booked 

Sending Albini home earlier than 
planned (“He was really cool about 
it, luckily”), the band instead headed 
out to Chicag go a month later to fin 
ish the recx rd at Albini’s legendary 
Electrical Audio Studios 

“You drive in on the interstate 
into Chicago, and you get to this 
brick building with an ‘E’ on the 
door that looks burnt out. But inside, 
the layout is just incredible. The gear 
they have there is all top-notch I's 
just a really comfortable atmosphere 
instantly.” 

Being in such an environment 
allowed the record to take shape into 
the sometimes brooding and 
thoughtful album it is. St. John’s 
vocals cut through the music, mak- 
ing his wry lyrical work stand out 
even more. The band is locked in, 
and the complete Jack of studio gloss 
makes for a compelling listen. The 
addition of Diego Medina’s keys 
(now an official member of the 
band) flesh out the songs nicely, 
along with the addition of strings, 
pedal steel, and accordion. 

A poker tournament hosted by 
Albini was to take place a few days 
after the band had finished mixing, 
so a decision was made to stick 
around. The kind folks at Electrical 
Audio offered to put them up in 
their adjacent accommodations. But 
Nina Nastasia and her backing 
band, in town to finish their latest 


record, had already booked the 
rooms. So the band spent the week- 
end passed-out on the couches 
made easier by the consumption of 
mescal. (It was never revealed how 
they did in the tournament—draw 
your own conclusions) 

The trip extension led to some- 
thing entirely unexpected for the 
band—an opportunity to back up 
Nina Nastasia on her upcoming 
tour. 

“Tt actually came at Steve's recom- 
mendation. He showed them somc 
of our stuff, and left a record 
with them -d an email 
shortly ¢ 
interested rut ithi 
10 days we were in Manhattan 
rehearsing for the tour. It was just 
absolutely incredible 

After narrowing down a wealth of 
material into a potent set, the band 
beg Zan to work at reinterpreting 
songs and trying to find a place 
within Nastasia’s often stark, mini- 
malist arrangements. 

“It was a challenge, trying to 
approach the songs differently, but 
it’s really been good for us as a band. 
The music that we play isn’t really 
all that dissimilar to her music, but 
the approach they have to the songs 
is fairly different—really organic and 
stripped down.” 

Pulling double duty on a decent 
chunk of the tour dates as opening 
band as well as backing band for the 
headliner may prove to be vexing 
for some, but it’s a challenge that‘ St. 
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The Cape May piece o puzzling Glass Mountain Roads

Deaf percussionist Evelyn Glennie challenges the senses

IT’S A SUNNY AFTERNOON AND PER- 
cussionist Evelyn Glennie is garden- 
ing. The phone rings (blame it on 
SEE) and you almost feel bad as hus- 
band James heads over to let her 
know about her scheduled inter- 
view. Glennie didn’t hear the phone 
and, after she gets back from the 
garden, James will have to stick 
around to help her through the 
conversation. 

You see, you-only realize a few 
minutes into the interview that 
James has to pass all of the questions 
on to her at a consistent tone. 

“I’ve been losing my hearing since 
age eight,” states Glennie. As she 
describes it, she’s been “profoundly” 
deaf since age 12. 

Back in her school days, with the 
support of her percussion teacher, 
Glennie was able to maximize on the 
physical, vibrating properties of 
sound. While Glennie put her hands 
against the wall, her teacher would 
play a broad selection of pitches. She 
soon found that she felt high pitches 
in her face, neck, and chest, and low 
pitches in her legs and feet. 

At her website 
(www.evelyn.co.uk) she delves into 
the subject marvelously with an 
extensive essay on hearing—as it 


telates to everyone and as it relates 
to her—in which she encourages us 
all to “Please enjoy the music and 
forget the rest.” 

It has been a strange and colourful 
journey for this one-of-a-kind musi- 
cian, a fully accomplished artist with 
a flair for the theatrical and the sur- 
real—both on an audio and visual 
level—counting over 70 different 
international awards and the title of 
Officer of the British Empire for her 
groundbreaking work. 

Speaking with Glennie you get the 
idea that there’s probably nothing 
that would have stopped her, grow- 
ing up just outside of Aberdeen, 
Scotland, to achieve the rewarding 
career and exhaustive legacy that 
she’s left as a performer. Although 
tricky at first, her career ultimately 
grew similar to many classical per- 
formers. 

“When I left The Royal Academy 
of Music, I had won the only compe- 
tition that I could win as a percus- 
sionist, which was actually an 
orchestral thing, and it was clear in 
my mind that percussion was what I 
wanted to do. 

“My agents learned along with 
me and got me booked by some 
brave promoters for music festivals 
and music clubs. I started to get 
more interest after I was approached 
by BMG for a new label they were 
working on.” 

There’s no shortage of her music 
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out there, counting clozens of criti- 
cally acclaimed discs of contempo- 
rary classical music she’s per- 
formed—with most of the newer 
pieces being composed specifically 
for her. She’s pounded out her 
sounds on Letterman and Sesame 
Street, at the Olympics, and is con- 
stantly collaborating with jazz, 
experimental, and pop artists— 
including a duet on Bjork's Telegram 
album (“My Spine”) among many 
others. 

Glennie certainly has a knack for 
the eclectic—to the extent that even 
gardening tools will become musical 
vessels. 

“The first piece that Ill be playing 
is a piece for four flower pots— 
which I hope to find when I get 
there—by Frederic Rzewski. I'll be 
performing Steve Reich's ‘Clapping 
Music’ as well. It’s usually per- 
formed by two people, but I'll be 
playing two wood blocks. The most 
well-known piece of the program 
will probably be a percussion tran- 
scription of Bach's ‘Toccata’ and 
‘Fugue.”” 

While many performers can work 
on their craft daily, it’s not always 
feasible for someone like Glennie. 

“You just have to go with the 
flow. When I’m on the road, it’s not 
easy to practice because you can’t 
exactly set up a marimba in a hotel 
room. I typically read books or think 
of ideas about upcoming projects. 











When I do have time, it’s nice to 
focus on nothing in particular—the 
process of just enjoying playing.” 
Although she owns over 1,800 
percussion instruments with an end- 


less array of sounds, Glennie insists 
that all musicians should keep look- 
ing for something new—and also, 
perhaps, a different way of hearing.

easily as you pop your body to 
Kraftwerk, you're Robi Insinna’s 
kind of people. 

Insinna is one of the most popular 
artists of the recent revival of ‘80s 
new wave dance styles, either mak- 
ing and mixing songs as Headman 
or keeping the focus on the floor 
with his Manhead alias. With hip- 
ster-approved albums (on the 
Gomma label) and remixes for just 
about everybody—from indie diva 
Annie to Franz Ferdinand—Insinna 
is also building up a stash of singles 
for his own Relish label, which will 
see its first compilation in December. 

Although his schedule is pretty 
tight, he hollered back at five ques- 
tions SEE had for him before his first 
trip to Western Canada. 


What has it been like to work with 
Gomma and have limited initial 
success before its explosion in indie 
and dance circles? 

When I started producing as Head- 
man, the music scene was really dif- 
ferent. Only a few people like Out- 
put, DFA, and then Gomma were 
producing this style. Since this 
explosion, so much has changed. 
People like 2 Many DJs made a big 
part of that change and people real- 
ized that dance music can be fun 
again, and you can hear a lot of dif- 
ferent styles on a night in the club. 


Were you into disco as a kid? 
When I was 16, I had older friends 
that took me to London and then my 
interest in music really started. I was 
really into all the “Madchester” © 
stuff—Stone Roses, New Fast Auto- 
matic Daffodils... Ten years ago I 
really got into the whole punk funk, 
no-wave funk, post-punk new wave 
thing. I started diggin’ like crazy and 
I discovered so much amazing 
music. That’s what influenced a lot 
of the Headman sounds—basically 
always a mixture of dance and indie. 
Tt was nice to see that this fusion 
started to happen again over the last 
few years. 


What is your approach when 
remixing? What has been you 
favourite remix? What didn’t work 
out so well? 





Normally, the better the original, the 
better the remix comes out. The last 
one I really liked is The Gossip one. I 
had to do some major label things 
that were nearly impossible and, as 
it turns out, they are not coming out 
in the end. 


Who are three other artists making 
great beats that people should 
know about? 

Franz & Shape, David Gilmour 
Girls, and Don Cash. 


What were you doing before you 
decided to make music? 
I was painting, illustrating, and 
doing graphic design. I’m still doing 
graphics, but just for myself at the 
moment—for all the Headman stuff 
and Relish.

“By that time we had a lot of songs built 
up and we were really happy with them and 
wanted to capture that moment in time,”

Wolf Pack captures Twilight at their 
most melodic and dissonant, bridging trashy, 
lo-fi indie rock with a big-bottom, high-end 
punch. With a distinct angular sound that 
grips the listener’s cranium and refuses to let 
go, and a constant stop-start, aggressive 
scream-song direction juxtaposed with 
sparse moments aiming to be just as power- 
ful, This Civil Twilight are threading very 
close to Modest Mouse's territory.

‘The music is bome, for the most part, on 
the free improv," says Short.

We take a 45-minute jam 
and cut-and-paste it down to the parts we 
like and treat that as an entire jazz ia It's 
split down the middle; there's a strict compo- 
sition going on there, but everyone can take 
slight liberties with how they do it. It’s the best 
of both worlds.” 

It would be wrong to limit the AUDio 
SQUADron’s sound and style to just “jazz,”

At an 
AUDio SQAUDron show, don't be surprised 
to see mandolins, tablas, and a double-bass 
share the stage with an electronic sampler, a

“We don’t give much thought into

When we come 
to Edmonton we'll swing, and we'll play 
hard—as hard as we can. We can guaran- 
tee that.”

Then the British music press threw 
in its two pennies, and soon almost 
everyone in the know regarded 
Drake as a singing contribution to 
British literature. But the audience 
couldn’t have cared less. 
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MAN IN SHED 
The album sold only a couple of 
thousand copies before sales 


stopped completely. Following some 
involuntary and catastrophic pro- 
motional performances, Drake was 
rattled to the point where he aban- 
doned his studies (English lit at 
Cambridge) and relocated to Lon- 
don in order to record a follow up. 
Simultaneously he entered a down- 
ward spiral of writer's block, psy- 
chotic stage fright, and nervous 
problems—a state that only a few 
years later could be described as a 
mental disorder, but a state that last- 
ed ‘til the end. 

So what exactly did the audience 
miss Out on? Probably one of the 
best, poetically most subtle Euro- 
pean singer-songwriter albums ever 
recorded. As with his heroes Tim 
Buckley and Jim Webb, Drake's 
music contained restrained drama 
and grandeur. In less sensitive hands 
the result may merely have been 
unusually perceptive easy-listening. 
But with the help of John Boyd, a 
backing band like Fairport Conven- 
tion, and musicians like Clare 
Lowther (“oriental” cello on “Cello 
Song”), Drake managed to fashion 
something completely unique. 


ONE OF THESE THINGS FIRST 

The best examples of Drake’s 
promising talent are the tracks 
“River Man” and “Fruit Tree”—with 
extraordinary delicate orchestral 
arrangements by Drake and his 
Cambridge pal Robert Kirby, both

expertly balancing on the edge of 
sugar-coated melancholia. But 
Drake's observations are perceptive 
and neutral enough that he never 
strays into the self-pity so prominent 
among most of his peers—and to be 
honest, present in his later work. 
Drake also knew how to play well— 
something not everyone in his genre 
did at the time. 

Though many fans prefer Drake's 
second album (Bryter Lyter, 1970), 
Five Leaves Left was recorded at the

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height of his strengths and health; 
soon after Drake would succumb to 
disorder exacerbated by a heavy 
intake of marijuana. 

In November 1974, he was found 
dead in his parents’ home, from 
what an inquest established as an 
overdose of antidepressants. How- 
ever, friends and relatives, who in 
the preceding months had seen 
Drake overcome his anxiety and 
writer's block, disputed the coro- 
ner’s verdict of suicide. 

Those who can hear the wind 
caressing the trees Drake's guitar 
was fashioned from on Five Leaves 
Left probably agree.

God And Wall Street, Priestner’s full- 
length debut, mixes and matches colourful 
words in order to create rhythmic spontane- 
ity and layered meaning, and then, in order 
fo brush the edges of stinging honesty, he 
dresses them up or down with innate 
acoustic sensibilities (“Diesel wearing, Usher 
blaring, cleavage staring 13-year-olds” 
dances its out of “Use Your Head,” 
accompanied by mellow harmonicas and 
brisk guitar riffs, while “I've been restless, I've 
been needy/Uptight, useless, lonesome, 
greedy” marches through the mystery of 
“And On And On’). 

Indeed, Priestner’s immediacy and love 
for language shapes what is an enjoyable 
album. In some cases, though, his in-the- 
moment mentality can produce impatient 
vocals that falter against the sonic mural he 
creates, but if you can let yourself escape the 
confines of criticism, you can have a lot of 
fun listening to God And Wall Street.

and remixes for the likes of The Knife and 
Matthias Schaffhauser found electro, techno, 
and house floors everywhere. 

But what you get on The Last Resort isn't 
what was rocking these clubs 

Throwing out the typical dance music 
debut Enka of putting out the big hits with 
a few similar-sounding tracks, Trentemoller 
expands considerably by playing guitars, 
music boxes, melodicas, and many other 
instruments, fusing the atmospherics of Brian 
Eno and Massive Attack-to the finest, d 
dub techno heard since Basic Channel 
“While The Cold Winter Waiting” absolutely 
sparkles as a slow funk groove beds twin- 
kling chimes and melodicas, while “Vamp” 
gets glam-rocked as bass guitars and six- 
strings duel, the album gradually speeding 
up towards the end. 

I's a revelation, and deserves its place as 
an important album in dance music. Those 
looking for the full scope of Trentemoller’s 
work will want to pick this one up sooner 
than later, as the first pressing features a 
bonus dise compiling the earlier, clubbier 
moments.

Venerable Advisor stacks up surprisingly well 


CHIP ROWE HARDLY EVER GETS QUESTIONS 
about whether or not a gentleman should 
remove a woman's fashion wig before hav- 
ing sex with her, but the Playboy Advisor 
plenty of questions surprisingly similar to 
i from the early wig-wearing days of the 
magazine's notorious advice column. 

Sure, most guys today wouldn't describe 
their wife as “Grate because she wasn’t a 
virgin at marriage and he was (as one lad 
does in the 1966 version of The Playboy 
Advisor that adoms my bookshelf), but, says 
Rowe, the issue of women having more sexu 
al partners is still a biggie. 

“It’s the most common letter | get,” says 
Rowe, who's been penning The Playboy 
Advisor for the last 12 years and just 
released Dear Playboy Advisor, a compila- 
tion of the column's greatest hits. 

“A couple wants an honest relationship so 
they peas fo come.clean about their pasts. 
Only it tums out she’s had 15 lovers and he’s 
had two and he can’t handle it. | don’t know 
if it's a biological thing that’s ingrained in 
men or simply that old double standard 
when it comes fo women and sex—you 
know, we want her fo be experienced but not 
too experienced.” 


A TRUE MAN OF LETTERS 

His advice? 

"The guy should only be concerned if 
she's sil having sex with any of them,” 
laughs Rowe, over the phone from New 
York. “If not, I'd tell him to use it. Quiz her. 
Which guy impressed her the most and why? 
Which one had the best move? Gather all 
the best stuff from the guys who didn’t work

out and use it to become the guy who does. 
If you're jealous of her history, you've got 
other problems.” 

The tone, if not the language, isn’t far off 
his predecessor's 1966 advice: ‘The desire 
fo possess your wife's past (which had noth- 
ing to do with you and is no business of 
yours now] is possessiveness to the nth 
degree.” 

And neither response jibes with the sexist 
label with which Playboy has historically 
been saddled. (Hey, what do you expect 
when. you dress women up like bunny rab- 
bits?) 

In fact, says Rowe, “The Playboy Advisor 
is one of few places in America where you 
can find a “progressive, forward thinking 
view on sex.” 

“It's most offen criticized by people who 
have never read it,” he complains 

Like feminist Patricia Gagne, an associate 
professor of sociology at the University of 
Louisville in Kentucky, who couldn't believe it 
when her colleague James Beggan, an asso- 
ciate professor of psychology, said he 
thought Playboy's Keto column provided 
Phil information and was not at all misogy- 
nist. 


According to the story on salon.com, the 
two settled the argument 4 analyzing 7,000 
Advisor letters from the column’s inception in 
1960 through 1997. The Journal of Men's 
Studies published their joint conclusions: “The 
Advisor provides authoritative information 
that encourages men fo respect women and 
treat them as equal partners in relation- 
ships.” 

According to Rowe, who has penned the 
column for the last 12 years, the Advisor 
started out with more “James Bond, ascot 
and martinis” type of advice and very little 


sex. 

When they added more sex in 1966, let- 
ters jumped from 300 to 1000 a month 
(Rowe now gets about 700 a month). 

“The Sexual Revolution was just getting 
going and people were hungry for intorma- 
tion about sex,” says Rowe. 

40 years later, questions have evolved 
from whether it’s okay fo “physically chastise 
a woman who can’t be controlled with 
words" (it's not) to questions like whether it’s 
normal to want to sit in a recliner in the 
woods and spray bug repellent everywhere 
on your body except your genitals when 
you're horny iy $ not). 


THE BEATLES: SLUT GENERATORS? 

But again, there are common threads. 

While advice on whether one should alert 
their dinner host if his date is a “Negro 
woman” seems dated, Rowe can imagine a 
similar question today about bringing a gay 
date to dinner. 

In both cases, Rowe advises it's “more 
interesting not to call ahead.”

“IF you think it's going to cause a stir, 
good, people need aa stirred,” says Rowe. 
Whatever you think of Playboy, says Rowe, 
given the rise of abstinence education, the 
kind of advice in the Advisor is sorely need- 
ed (“The education part is a misnomer, as is 
the abstinence part. Anyone who thinks you 
can prevent teenagers from having sex by 
keeping them ignorant is wearing blinders,” 
insists Rowe). 

Sure, fathers may no longer be so igno- 
rant as to fear that listening to Beatles LPs will 
tum his daughter into ey a classic Rowe

recalls from the archives, but he’s constantly 
amazed at the level of adult ignorance out 
there when it comes to sex. 

“The Playboy Advisor isn’t a primary edu- 
cation source,” says Rowe. “I shouldn't have 
to answer questions from 20-somethings 
about how you get HIV or the function of the 
clitoris. Someone should be telling them this 
stuff when they hit puberty.” 

Oh, in case you're wondering. “When 
making love on relatively formal (black-tie)
